The United States hopes to 
avoid a showdown with Rhee, 
if that is possible.

An armistice without Rhee 
and his troops, which man ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the 
battle line, could place Ameri- 
can and other Allied forces in 
a precarious military situation. 
This possibility has been care- 
fully considered here and ex- 
plained to Rhee by Robertson. 
If the Allies pulled back their 
troops and the South Koreans 
continued to fight after a truce, 
strategists believe the Commu- 
nist armies could overwhelm 
and destroy the South Koreans. 
This would eliminate the largest 
anti-Communist army in the Far 
East and could result in the 
Reds taking the whole Korean 
péninsula. 

If the Allies held their 
ground. they conceivably could 
become embroiled in a fight 
with the South Korean forces.

The United 
Nations offered Rhee a security 
pact but not on the ironclad 
terms the ROK president 
wanted. When reminded that 
the United States Senate must 
ratify any such treaty, Rhee 
originally demanded that the 
Senate go ahead and ratify it.

Attorney General Says 
Amendment Vote 


Would Avoid Need 
for Legislative Act. 


An earnings tax could be lev- 
ied in St. Louis by amending 
the city charter, Missouri At- 


torney General John M. Dalton 
said today at Jefferson City. A 
special enabling act by the Mis- 
souri Legislature would not be 
necessary M@ the people of St. 
Louis voted for tire tax, Dalton 
said. 

The opinion had been re- 

quested by State Representative 
Edward W. Garnh St. Louis 
county Republican. 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker has 
urged Gov. Phil M. Donnelly to 
call a special session of the Leg- 
islature to consider the earnings 
tax, which expires next April 1. 
The Legislature, whose next reg- 
ular session will not be held un- 
til January 1955, failed in closing 
sessions last May to enact a bill 
to extend the earnings tax be- 
yond its expiration date. 

Mayor Tucker headed the 
Board of Freeholders which 
wrote .a proposed new city char- 
ter including a provision for an 
earnings tax. Voters rejected 
the charter in 1950. The Board 
of Aldermen, now in recess, 
could propose a charter amend- 
ment to provide for the tax, 
which brings in $8,000,000 a 
year, but there is no movement 
afoot for such aldermanic action.

New York Judge Rules in 
Favor of Occupant of U.S.

| NEW YORK, July 9 (AP) — 
_A loyalty oath law for tenants 
of federally aided low-cost hous- 
ing projects in New York City 
was held to be unconstitutional 
yesterday by a state supreme 
court justice.

ship,” were written by members 
of the committee’s staff. The 
AWOL piece indirectly attacked 
President Eisenhower by quot- 
ing what political columnists 
like Walter Lippmann, George 
Sokolsky and James Reston; 
newspapers like the New York 
Times. the Washington Times- 
Herald, the Detroit News and 
the Boston Herald, and poli- 
ticians like Senator Taft and 
former Gov. Alf M. Landon of 
Kansas have said about the lack 
of accomplishments during the 
first five months of the Eisen- 
hower administration. 

Another major article is di- 
rect denunciatio Republican 
Senator Joseph #/' McCarthy of 
Wisconsin and a prediction of 
the consequences if Eisenhower 
does not publicly repudiate him 
and his methods. 

“Now that the Democrats are 
no longer ready targets,” the 
article says, “M has no 
choice but to train his sights on 
Eisenhower and the men around 
him — Dulles, Stassen, Conant, 
etc. 

Career Rests on Quicksand. 

“McCarthy’s career rests on 
quicksand. To stand still is'to 
sink from public view. The only 
course is to press forward, al- 
ways on the attack, never losing 
momentum.” 

The article observes: 

“It is clear, then, that his 
unique influence springs exclu- 
sively from his power to punish 
and terrorize, to smear and de- 
stroy. This is a very different 
kind of power from that enjoyed 


_Knowland, who are influential 
““because of long service to the 
party, seniority and important 
committee assignments. 

“Theirs, in short, is the power 
of prestige; whereas McCarthy’s 
is exclusively the power of fear, 
and when he ceases to exploit 
fear he will quickly cease being 
a political power himself.

In other cases, the reason may 
be due to Hollywood or American 
swing and jazz. The street corners 

‘of many of our large cities are lit- 
terea with youths and girls who 
chew gum, try desperately to talk

lives are based on the latest gang- 
ster film. The effect on the more 
sober elements of the community is 
obvious. ‘ 
- i have named a few of the more 
obvious causes of friction from our 
‘ point of view and realize that there 
*must be many points about Britain 
and the British which annoy Ameri- 
cans. I feel sure, however, that you 
-will agree that complaints should be 
aired in a friendly way and not left 
-to fester and poison relationships. 

I believe that most of these obsta-

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Eisenhower’s Tax Victory 

President Eisenhower has won a victory for 
his budget with the vote of the House Ways and 
Means Committee favoring a six-months exten- 
sion of the excess profits tax. His victory would 
have been impossible without Democratic sup- 
port. 

Some weeks ago the Republicans on the com- 
mittee, going along with Chairman Daniel A. 
Reed, were reported almost solidly against the 
President's proposal. By dint of the most extra- 


_ordinary efforts, including a threat to by-pass 


the Ways and Means Committee, the Adminis- 
tration won over nine members of its own par- 


ty. But these nine would have been insufficient . 


to report the bill in the face of bittér-end op- 
position from six Republicansincluding Thom- 
as B. Curtis of Webster Groves-and three Dem- 
ocrats. / 

It was the votes of seven menibers of the 
minority party which finally enabled the Ad- 
ministration to bring the bill to the House floor. 
Where the Republican committee members. sup- 
ported the President inf a ratio of 3 to 2, the 
Democratic members supported him by better 
than 2 to 1. 

Now that the committee roadblock has been 
broken, the excess profits tax bill is expected 
to pass both House and Senate. Gratifying as 
this must be to the Administration, it would be 
a mistake to suppose that the six months’ extra 
revenue thus produced will balance the budget. 
Far from it. 

While the battle over $800,000,000 of 1954 
revenue was going on, the Administration was 
losing almost $2,000,000,000 of revenue for 1953. 
Actual receipts for the year which ended July 1 
fell that much short of the total which Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, as recently as May 20, had 
estimated would come in. 

This. means that revenue estimates for the 
present fiscal year probably will have to be re- 
vised. It may mean that the $800,000,000 to be 
gained from the excess profits tax Will be wiped 
out by the decline in yield from other taxes. On 
top of that, the Administration plans to reduce 
individual and @orporation tax rates next Janu- 
ary—a commitment which the approach of the 
mid-term congressional elections will no doubt 
reinforce. 

So the excess profits tax victory unfortunate- 
ly cannot be expected to dissipate the budget 
trouble which clearly lies ahead. Senator Byrd 
is authority for the statement that if the Ad- 
ministration’s present spending plans and pres- 
ent tax cutting plans are carried out, its 1954 
deficit may be almost as large as the $9,389,- 
000,000 deficit for 1953—which was the highest 
since World War II was being liquidated in 1946, 

In view of the Administration’s frequently re- 
iterated devotion to the goal of a balanced 
budget, its fiscal experts have their homework 
cut out for them during the long evenings of 
summer and fall. 
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Reed Comes Right Back 
Almost as it voted out the excess profits tax 
extension, the House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee approved a bill curbing the tariff regulating 
powers of the Eisenhower Administration. If 
this bill passes Congress, the Administration’s 
reciprocal trade extension méasure, a minimum 


‘bill if ever there was one, will be of even 


less practical value. For the Ways and Means 
Committee to approve this tariff wing-clipping 
just now is the same as serving notice that it 
has other fronts on which to fight the White 
House. President Eisénhower will need to be 
on the alert constantly, Daniel A. Reed of 
New York, the Ways and’ Means chairman, is 
a long distance runner. 
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Protest Avainst Sheriff Mosley 

On top of the state investigation of St. Louis 
county law enforcement, the United Young 
Democratic Clubs of the county are considering 
a recall action against Sheriff Mosley. 

The Sheriff's conduct in office has been put 
in question by the shooting of his chief deputy 
by another, and the reported argument between 
Mosley and one of these men over splitting re- 
wafd money. Sheriff Mosley now says he only 
wanted to give other deputies some of the 
money and is returning his $500 of it. What 
really stands out is the Sheriff's early reluc- 
tance to let the public know what was going on. 

A recall action alone, however, would look 

like a Democratic political move against the Re- 
publican clique that has so long held power in 
the county. The Young Democrats escape 
charges of pure politics because they also sug- 
gest a county-wide and non-political metropoli- 
tan police system. This was first proposed by 
forward-looking Republicans. 
- Even when the county’s home rule charter 
was drafted, it was apparent that full moderni- 
zation required doing away with a host of elgc- 
tive patronage posts—the sheriff's office in- 
cluded. But the county Democratic leaders 
showed little interest in that idea. They must 
have felt that on some unpredictable day they 
could win those offices and that patronage. 

Though the “old Democrats” lost an opportu- 
nity to work for obvious improvements, the 
Young Democrats can help arouse public inter- 
est in a nonpartisan metropolitan police.

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The Victory of Channel 10 

Educational television has just withstood a 
major assault by commercial interests. The Fed- 
eral Communications Commission has for the 
third time rejected the Hearst Radio Corp. ap- 
peal for Channel 10 in Milwaukee. 

Channel 10 had been reserved for educational 
telecasting, and the Milwaukee Vocational and 
Adult School sought it for that worthwhile non- 
profit purpose. But the Hearst interests, pub- 
lishers of the Milwaukee Sentinel, fought hard 
to grab this choice spot imthe TV spectrum for 
commercial use. 

Both Wisconsin Senators, Wiley and McCar- 
thy, unfortunately urged the FCC to bow to the 
Hearst request. McCarthy went to his usual ex- 
treme by holding a private “hearing” for two 
FCC members. And then the President appoint- 
ed a man‘recommended by both Senators, John 
C. Doerfer of Wisconsin, to the FCC. When 
Chairman Paul Walker retired at the end of 
June, the FCC came under Republican control. 

This series of events raised some doubt as to 
what the commission would do with the third 
Hearst appeal for Channel 10. However, the 
decision was made before Walker's retirement, 
and the vote was 4 to 1 to reject the com- 
mercial grab. 

Doerfer, the new member, and Miss. Frieda

TV, did not vote. The lone dissenter was the 
new Republican chairman, Rosel H. Hyde.

No one who knows Mr. Burck’s work will 
deny that he drew mahy sharp cartoons in the

much wherever he could in order to eat. But 
it is also a fact that there is nothing “subver- 
sive” whatever about his metropolitan daily 
newspaper cartooning, which now dates back 
more than 16 years. In the year 1952 Mr. Burck 
joined his newspaper in strong and early 
support of Dwight D. Eisenhower, who wrote 
Mr. Burck a letter of generous thanks for a 
copy of the collection of campaign cartoons pub- 
lished by the Sun-Times.

Thus, in short, the Burck ruling is pointless, 
wasteful and inhuman. Any law that seems to 
require it should be changed. This order ought 
to be and doubtless will be reversed. 
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Toward Reason in Rent

The business of taking due notice of the an- 
niversaries of births and battles we are general- 
ly glad to leave to the publishers of almanacs 
and calendars, but we do not repose quite full 
trust in them.

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Before Too Little Is Too Late 

Congress has received many tough warnings 
about civil defense to date, but none tougher 
than has just been delivered. The president of 
the National Association of Civil Defense Di- 
rectors, Lt. Gen. Henry L. Larsen, told House 
members that “if Congress doesn’t pick up the 
ball, civil defense is dead.” 

Missouri’s Legislature is to blame, also, for 
providing Only token support for civil defense.

Question: What has caused 
strange grouping of tornadoes 
year? 

Answer: There are a few more than 
usual, but last year we began develop- 
ing information networks to report 
them and there now are networks in 
more than 150 localities.

Q.: Doesn’t an atomic explosion re- 
lease tremendous quantities of energy 
that could produce 
violent weather?

Q.: Is there any

A.: Some doctors have found correla- 
tions, but it is not generally understood 
by either the medical profession or by 
meteorologists. Meteorologists ‘don’t 
study these relationships very exten- 
sively. They are busy with the weath- 
er. There is much to be done in these 
studies. It seems to me that there 
might be important correlations be- 
tween air masses and epidemics. 

Q@.: How do you predict tornadoes? 
How were you sure that in these recent 
cases they were not going to be just 
bad storms? | 
A, To meteorologists that is one of 
thé most interesting questions. There 
are more tornadoes in the United States 
than in any other country in the world, 
and, of course, there is a-reason. 


Progress in Forecasting 


Q.: Has this always been so, or fs this 
something new recently? 

A. Apparently it has always been go 
since the continenfs took on their pres- 
ent distribution.

Q.: Again on the subject of hurri- 
canes, you do have new devices and 
techniques for following hurricanes 
nowadays; don’t you? 

A.: Hurricane forecasts have become 
much more accurate in recent years. 
The progress of the science shouldn’t 
be judged on the basis of the abbre- 
viated forecasts you hear in the daily 
weather report over the radio and read 
in the newspapers. Those are neces- 
sarily limited. The forecast can only 
say “showers” or “fair’ or something 
of that kind, but weather is varied and 
cannot always be’ described in a few 
words. z 

There has been some increase, a few 
per cent, in the accuracy of that type of 
forecast, but this does not reflect the 
greatly increased accuracy in the fore- 
casting of hurricanes, for example, 
These forecasts are remarkably accu- 


rate now, and are getting more accurate ~ 


through radar observationg. 
Fifty-Fifty on Mistakes 


Q.: Which way do your mistakes run? 
A.: They are about equal oh éach side 
now. At one time there was a bias 
toward forecasting too much rain, but 
we've reviewed this tendency over the 
years and now forecasters are careful 


, not to lean too far one way or the 


other. 


Q.: Can you set up a figure of accu- 
racy? i 

A.: Yes. It is between 85 and 90 per 
cent for most -purposes.’’ 


Q.: Well, with regard fo predicting 
tornadoes, did you hit that tornado up 
in Canada? 


A.: Yes, the forecast warned of tor- 
nadoes in southeastern Michigan and, 
although the forecast was good, it was 
not as specific as might appear at first 
glance. You remember the Waco and 
San Angelo forecast of tornadoes—in 
that case also these cities were named 
to. define the area where tornadoes 
would occur, but ‘we can’t say just 
where they are going to'strike. The 
forecast can narrow it down to an area 
of 5000 or 10,000 square miles usually. 


Control of Hurricanes? 


Q.: Is there a chance of dissipating 
a hurricane or changing its direction? 


A.« If we could find it early enough, 
perhaps. You see, those storms. usually 
develop from convectional clouds. If 
enough’ dry ice were scattered, into the 
clouds, they probably could be dissi- 
pated, but “enough” might be an 
enormous amount.

It is explained that on that 
holiday weekend, the pro 
golfers have many opportuni- 
ties to play in money-making 
exhibitions which they would 
prefer to the tournament, if it 
can be held at some other 
time. 

That situation was clear at 
the time of the recent Western 
Open when Jackie Burke 
passed up the event at Beller- 
ive Country Club because he 
had been obligated to play at 
a resort hotel exhibition in 
New York with Ben Hogan, 
Sam Snead and Jimmy De- 
maret. 

Whether local sponsors will 
approve changing the Western 
Open date to some other 
weekend remains to be seen.

Mining Congress Spokes- 
man Says Hope Bill 
Would Take Away In- 


centive.

WASHINGTON, July 9—The 
80-year-old right of prospector 
to obtain title to both the min- 
erals under a mining claim and 
the timber and other resources 
on the surface was defended to- 
day by a spokesman for the na- 
tion’s mining industry. 


Raymond B. Holbrook, a Salt 
Lake City lawyer, representing 
the American Mining Congress 
as a witness before the House 
Agriculture Committee, said the 
Hope bill, designed to safeguard 
the surface resources, would 
“cripple the mining industry in 
the national forests.” 


Holbrook said the right to un- 
limited patent was necessary to 
give sufficient incentive to pros- 
pectors. He emphasized the 
speculative nature of mining and 
the continued importance of the 
old-time prospector, riding 
around on a mule with his pick 
and shovel. 


View Questioned. 

The committee chairman, Rep- 
resentative Clifford R. Hope 
(Rep.), Kansas, who introduced 
the bill, questioned Holbrook’s 
view that the measure would 
discourage initiative. Hope said 
he considered it “hardly within 
keeping with the spirit of the 
old-time prospectors to be dis- 
couraged by having to do a little 
more paper work.” 

Holbrook said he agreed with 
Hope on the need for action 
to prevent fraudulent mining 
claims, actually filed not for 
mineral rights but to acquire 
valuable timber or scenic prop- 
erty in national forests. He 
added, however: 

“This bill indicates more con- 
cern for easing the administra- 
tion of the national forests than 
it does with recognition of es- 
tablished rights of good faith 
locators of mining claims, or 
with the purpose of encouraging 
mineral development which has 
heretofore been so evident in 
the public land statutes.” 

Extent of Timber. 

Richard E. McArdle, chief of 
the United States Forest Serv- 
ice, testified yesterday enough 
lumber to build 800,000 five- 
room houses is tied up on min- 
ing claims in national forests of 
the 12 western states. 

“The Government cannot sell 
this timber except with the con- 
sent of the claimant, which is 
rarely granted,” he said. “The 
claimant cannot sell it or use it 
either except as needed to de- 
velop the mine.” 

He estimated that eight billion 
board feet of merchantable tim- 
ber worth more than $100,000,- 
000 was tied up on these claims. 

Urging enactment of the Hope 
bill, he said it had the support 
of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

McArdle explained that the 
basic mining claim law, en- 
acted in 1872 permits any citi- 
zen discovering minerals suffi- 
cient to justify their develop- 
ment to stake out a claim and 
record it at the county court 
house. Thee claimant is sup- 
posed to do at least $100 worth 
of development work a year. 
After $500 worth of such work 
has been done, if further work 
appears warranted, he may ob-

VOTED FOR SCHOOLS 


House OK’s Bill to Ease 
Shortages From Defense 
Boost. 


WASHINGTON, July 9 ‘AP) 


_—The Senate today had a House- 


approved bill to authorize an- 
other $227,000,000 of federal 
assistance to ease school short- 
ages stemming from stepped-up 
defense activities, 

The measure, designed to 
meet the Federal Government's 
share of needed schoolhouse 
construction in overcrowded 
districts, was passed yesterday 
by the House without opposition. 

Expected to get House ap- 
proval next week is a companion 
measure which would authorize 
federal participation in the cost 
of operating schools in areas 
overburdened with school popu- 
lations swollen by Government 
activities. 

This bill is expected to make 
available an estimated $50,000,- 
000 a year for the next two 
years. Like the school construc- 
tion program, it was first en- 
acted in 1950 to take some of 


the tax burden off communities 
required to educate the children 
of defense workers, 


The construction bill passed 
by the House would authorize 
$125,000,000 to help offset new 
school shortages in defense 
areas. In addition, the House 
earmarked $95,000,000 as a car- 
ryover fund for local districts 
which qualified for federal aid 
but lost out for lack of appro- 
priated funds. 


It also authorized $10,000,000 
for school construction on feder- 
al bases and military reserva- 
tions, and $20,000,000 for Indian 
schools in other federally “im- 
pacted” districts with large 
Indian populations. 

Because of some _ expected 
duplication in aid applications, 
$27,000,000 was lopped off the 
total for a net authorization of 
$227,000,000. Approval is ex- 
pected in the Senate. 

The new authorizations would 
be in addition to $341,500,000 
already appropriated by Con- 
gress to carry the program dur- 
ing its first two years.

Federal Civil Defense Admin- 
istration, organized basically 
against the threat of enemy at- 
tack, has proved this year that 
fit has an equally vital peace- 
time role in aiding Americans 
hurt by the forces of nature. 

Noting the approaching end of 
the tornado season which caused 
widespread damage and loss of 
life this spring, together with 
floods and forest fires, Val Pe- 
terson, Civil Defense Adminis- 
tfator, said: 

“These terrible catastrophies 
have clearly shown that the 
same men and women who are 
organized, equipped and trained 
to counteract an atomic blast are 
effective on the home front in 
times of flood, earthquakes and 
tornadoes. Civil Defense volun- 

rs and officials in the disaster 
ateas are deserving of the high- 
est praise.”

‘It is not generally known that 
the Civil Defense Administrator, 
under law, has certain powers to 
act for the President in natural 

i when the Governor of 
any state appeals to the federal 
government for assistance. 

‘Such gubernatorial requests 
are turned over to the FCDA for 
study and’ recommendations on 
action and granting of funds, 
and whenever the President de- 
clares a “major disaster" the 
agency is authorized to carry 
out recommendations epproved 


by the Chief Executive. 


‘Under this plan, FCDA has 
administered more than $10,000,-

inary allocations” this year, but 
Peterson, himself a former Gov- 
ernor of Nebraska,.says he does 
not regard the fund disburse- 
ments as the major contribution 
of his agency.

Town of Thule Near North Pole 
Moves 80 Miles Farther North 


| 


Eskimo Hunters Say Planes From U.S. 
Airbase Drive Wildlife Away—They 
Pack Up, Go to Kanak. 


By ERIK PALSBY 
COPENHAGEN, July 9 (AP)— 
One of the northernmost towns 
in the world, Thule on the west 
coast of Greenland, only 800 


miles from the North Pole, is be- 
ing moved still farther north 
this summer. 

The native population of Eski- 
mos—about 100 men, women and 
children — saw their existence 
threatened by the great United 
States airbase a few es from 
Thule. They said the noise and 
smell from -planes and ships 
scared away walruses, seals, 
polar bears and birds. Early this 
year the hunters board decided 
to move out of Thule. 

A suitable place, called Kanak, 
was found some 80 miles farther 
north, on the coast of Inglefield 
inlet, where the Eskimos had of- 
ten stayed during year-long 
hunting trips. 

Before 1891 the Eskimos in 
Thule had little contact with the 
outer world. In that year the 
American explorer,. Robert E. 
Peary, began his attacks on the 
North Pole. In the following 18 
years he-wintered among the 
Eskimos several times. The Es- 
kimos taught him their way of 
traveling, and in turn he taught 
them the use of modern fire- 


arms. 
Trading Post Set Up in 1910. 

When he left them for good 
after finally succeeding in reach- 


mos had rifles, but no way of 
obtaining the necessary ammu- 
nition. To meet their demands, 
the Danish Arctic explorer Knud 
Rasmussen in 1910 established 
a trading station in Thule. After 
his death in 1932, the Danish 
ee sa took over the sta- 
on. 


Guns have replaced harpoons, 
and kerosene stoves the blub- 
berlamp, but in all other aspects 
of life, the Eskimos have stuck 
to the old way of living. In the 
few months when the sea is ice- 
free each year, they hunt wal- 
ruses and seals from their kay- 
aks. During the rest of the year, 
when the fiords are icebound, 


with dog-sledges, hunting bears. 
They often cross the Smith 
sound on short visits to the Ca- 
nadian coast. 

In the winter their food is 
meat and blubber from séa 
animals, and in the summer 
they catch thousands of sea- 
birds, or shoot reindeer. 

Hides of polar bears, seals, 
foxes and reindeer give the 
Eskimo and his family clothes. 
Although cotton Is beginning to 
be favored for anoraks (coat-and- 
hoods), the men still wear seal- 
skin kamiks (boots) and polar 
bear trousers. The women have 
full-length, white kamiks, and 
short foxskin trousers. In the 
winter men and women alike use 
reindeer anoraks for traveling. 


Sells Fox Furs to Get Money. 

The Eskimo earns his money 
by selling fox furs to the Gov- 
ernment. What he doesn’t save, 
he spends in the shop on car- 
tridges, kerosene, sugar or coffee. 
Liquor is unknown. 

When the United States Air 
Force began construction of 
Thule air base, some Danes 
feared it would mean the ruin 
of the native in the nearby 
Eskimo village. The area was

CHICAGO, July 9 (AP)—Rein- 
hold Pabel, an escaped German 
prisoner of war who was ar- 
rested last March after eight 
years of freedom, will not be de- 
ported, but will be allowed to 
leave the United States volun- 


tarily. 

A ruling by the Federal Nat- 
uralization and Immigration 
Service yesterday paved the way 
for Pabel’s legal re-entry as the 
husband of an American. He 
plans to go to Mexico while his 
wife, Avis, starts legal moves to 
have him return to this 
country.

TREATED GLASS 
THAT GLOWS USED 
FOR ‘COLD LIGHT’ 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., July 9 
(UP)—A treated sheet of glass 
that glows with the induction of 
electricity is science’s latest con- 
tribution in “cold light” for in- 
strument and panel lighting. 
Developed by the General 
Electric Co., the new light 
source, known as electrolumi- 
nesence, glows without produc- 
nig heat. In other light sources 
much of the electrical energy 


used goes to waste in producing 
heat rather than light. 

Thus, in “cold light,” an in- 
finitesimal amount of electricity 
will produce light equal to that 
of an incandescent lamp. One 
cent a year for electricity in 


much fllumination as the 50 cents 
in annual cost of an incandescent 


mp. 

The new light is easy to place 
and regulate in intensity. The 
light can be used for illuminat- 
ing instrument panels for autos, | » 
boats and aircraft, as well as 
lighting any size clock face, 
scientists say. 

To turn a sheet of glass into 
an electroluminescent panel, 
powdered phosphor is sprayed on 
one side. Then electricity is 
passed through the phosphor 
coating by placing two electrodes 
on the surface. The colors pro- 
duced range from orange to 
‘| blue, including white.

Fix it Yourself 


Window Boxes. 

E took a couple of weeks 

off to check on the condi- 

tien of window boxes and 
have come up with some pretty 
discouraging news. Most of the 
boxes we found were in pretty 
sad condition. 

Some metal window boxes are 
made out of non-corrosive metals 
and these’ do pretty well, but a 
good many are made out of not 
so non-corrosive metal and un- 
less these are kept painted they 
begin to rust. Once they have 
started to rust they rust pretty 
fast. Boxes of this type should 
be painted on both the inside 
and outside with a good metal 
paint. 

Wood boxes can be a real 
problem unless you take good 
eare of them. The moisture on 
the inside of the box causes 
nails and screws made of steel 
to rust away in a short time, 
paint to peel off the outside of 
the bex and the wood to decay. 

What we suggest you do to 
a box that is beginning to show 
signs of wear is to replace the 
existing fasteners with alu- 
minum nails or brass screws. 
Give the box plenty of time to 
dry out and the coat the inside 
with asphalt paint. This should

WASHDAYS are especially full of hazards for the run- 
abouts.

All bowls holding poisonous solu- 
tions, hot mixtures, bleaches and*the like must be put in 
safe places, out of sight and out of reach. Children have 
been known to stand on tiptoe and catch the rim of a bowl- 
ful of solution that burned them badly.

| etter Pearl Harbor, Julia E. 

Hamblet, Vassar College grad- 
uate, Federal Government in- 
formation worker, and at 25, 
the prototype of young Ameri- 
can womanhood for whom the 
military services were then fit- 
ting blue, green and olive-drab 
uniforms, walked briskly down 
a Washington street heading for 
a Navy WAVE recruiting office. 
On the way, Miss Hamblet’s 
alert eye caught and lighted on 
a Marine in forest green. On an 
impulse she broke her long 
stride, turned into a corner 
drugstore and called Marine 
headquarters. 

Did the Marines have a pro- 
gram of officer training for 
women, she inquired? They did, 
was the answer, but it was in 
the planning stage. She would 
have to wait a couple of months. 

At that moment, while the 
Marine ‘Corps Women’s Reserve 
program for World War II was 
still on paper, Julia Hamblet 
foresook Navy blue and became 
—every magnificent inch of her 
—a Marine. 

Now, just turned 37, and the 
youngest woman military boss 
wearing the silver eagle, Col. 
Hamblet is director of the Wom- 
en Marines. 

“We dislike trick names and 
catchy initials,” she says, in a 
voice that blends Vassar’s gen- 
tility and the timbre of sun- 
baked drill field. 

“Smart alecks have called us 
‘feathernecks’ and other things 
less complimentary. But the 
only tag that sticks, and the 
only one we want is simply— 
Marines.” 

On that and every other pol- 
icy point for the Women Ma- 


rines, Col. Hamblet is the ulti- 
mate authority. On May 1 she 
succeeded her old friend and 
mentor, Col. Katherine A. Towle, 
as head of its women marines, 
pinned on the insignia of a full 
colonel, inherited a glamorous 
gold-braided dress uniform tai- 
lored by Mainbocher, and took 
with it the command of some 
2500 Women Marine “regulars” 
and 150 officers now stationed 
from Parris Island, S.C., to 
sprawling Camp Pendleton, 
Calif.. and from Germany to 
Hawaii. 

She seems as perfectly suited 
to her job as the model on a 


recruiting poster. 
x * 
a rine Corps as well as a hash- 
marked top sergeant. Her 
lingo is salted with Marine talk, 
neither forced nor artificial. Ex- 
pressions such as “topside” and 
“deck” come as easily from her 
as “upstairs,” and “floor” from 
any housewife. She understands 
the function of the marines as a 
combat-ready force and is thor- 
oughly imbued with the convic- 
tion that a marine—man or 
woman—is something special. It 
is a conviction that carries ef- 
fortlessly from her own person- 
ality to those who serve with 
her, and even to non-marines. 
Modest and soft-spoken to the 
point of self-effacement, Col. 
Hamblet also commands an in- 
ner toughness, perhaps inherited 
from her New England patri- 
mony. A red-faced second lieu- 
tenant, her weekend liberty held

up by a lengthy Saturday “read- 
ing off,” emerged from the 
Colonel’s austere gray ofifce at 
Quantica, Va., and exclaimed to 
a sister officer anxiously waiting 
to leave the post—“Oh, brother!” 

The two junior officers under- 
stood each other. 

Col. Hamblet has little toler- 
ance for the old idea that service 
women are merely auxiliaries to 
the men. She views the new in- 
tegration of women in the regu- 
lars as a partnership, the women 
carrying out the duties they can 
do best at every possible level 
of command. Only secondarily, 
she believes, does their misssion 
fit the World War II slogan, 
“Free a man to fight.” More ac- 
curate, perhaps, is the notion of 
helping a man to fight. 

Col. Hamblet brings to her 
command a width of experience. 
From her impulsive telephone 


‘call in a Washington booth, she 


advanced rapidly in the corps. 
She was in the first women's 
reserve officer training class at 
Mount Holyoke, Mass., where she 
was commissioned a first lieu- 
tenant in 1943. During World 
War II she served initially as 
adjutant to Col. Towle at the 
women’s “boot camp” at Hunter 
College in New York. Next, her 
tours of duty took her to Marine 
bases from coast to coast—Camp 
Lejeune, N.C., Camp Pendleton 
and Quantico.

New Boss of the Women Marines

women—as Many as are now on 
duty in the entire Marine Corps. 
Released from active duty in 
1946, her marine days presum- 
ably behind her, she carefully 
folded away her “greens” and 
went to London with her family. 

But not for long. Gen. Alex- 
ander A. Vandegrift, marine 
commandant, gave her but two 
months’ leave, and called her 
back to Washington. Then only 
30, and a major, she succeeded 
Col. Towle as director of the 
Women’s Reserve. For two years 
she built up a reserve program 
which brought women into part- 
time marine uniform for weekly 
drill periods, and which on the 
outbreak of the Korean war 
found them trained and ready. 

Meanwhile, an event she had 
long hoped for occurred. In 1948 
women were at last accepted by 
law into the regular compo- 
nents of the armed services. No 
longer would women be regard- 
ed only as reserves for emer- 
gency wartime duty. After two 
world wars in which their worth 
had been proved, they could 
stand formation as regulars.

OL. HAMBLET readily ac- 
C cevted a regular commission 

and became a career marine. 
Marked from the start for high 
rank and responsibility, she was 
promoted to lieutenant colonel. 
the highest permanent rank in 
the women’s service, in 1949. 

She was sent to Ohio State 
University to fake. a master’s 
degree in public administration 
and then was assigned to the 
personnel office at Fleet Marine 
Force Pacific headquarters, 
Pearl Harbor. 

From Hawaii, she moved again 
to Quantico to head the officer 
training program for women. 
There she held with some pride 
the distinction of being the 
senior “bachelor” officer —in 
rank, if not years—on the post. 
And she put to work her 
theories of marine training for 
women.

The contract was good. 

West opened with the king of 
spades and shifted to a trump 
when he saw dummy’s spade 
singleton. Declarer drew two 
rounds of trumps and then stared 
hard at each of his opponents, as 
though hoping that the holder of 
the diamond queen would iden- 
tify himself. 


The silent third degree proved 
futile, so declarer next stared at 
the ceiling. Then he led a dia- 
mond to dummy’s king and fi- 
nessed a diamond return. West 
won that trick and East later got 
the ace of hearts to set the con- 
tract. 


If South had thought more and 
stared less, he might have hit 
upon the correct‘line of play. 
After drawing two rounds of 
trumps he should have led a 
heart from his hand. If West 
held the ace of. hearts and 
played it, the rest of dummy’s 
hearts would furnish discards for 
three of South’s diamonds; and 
if West held the ace and failed 
to play it, South would lose no 
heart trick and could afford to 
misguess the diamond situation. 

Even though in this case the 
ace of hearts was in the East 
hand, nothing would be lost. The 
fall of the heart 10 would still 
give South three diamond dis- 
cards.

It is always a combination of 
chicken with rice, but it may 
have certain. variations. The 
recipe published today was given 
me by one of my Cuban friends. 
Veal Scallopini Pizzaiuola. 
Two pounds of lean veal—the 
neck is very good; four table- 
spoons of olive oil; three green 
peppers cut into eight long slices 
each; two cups of sliced mush- 
rooms, fresh, if possible; one 
cherry peppef or two chili pep- 
pers (of coufse they can be omit- 
ted for children); four cups of 
any well-seaso tomato sauce. 
Heat olive oil in a frying pan 
to a high point. Satte meat, 
grad reducing flame. Add 
green peppers, cover, turn flame 
very lpw, and cook 10 minutes, 
turning several times. Add mush- 
rooms jand mix into meat and 
peppers. Cook 10 minutes longer 
over a low flame, uncovered. 
Now pour in the tomato sauce 
and add the cherry pepper. 
Bring to a rapid boil and cook 
for 10 minutes. Reduce flame to 
a minimum and simmer several 
minutes more. Serve on a platter 
with a border of rice or plain 
buttered pasta—shells by prefer- 
ence. Yield: Six servings.

One large chicken; one cup 
uncooked rice; one-quarter cup 
salad of'; one-quarter teaspoon 
black p“\ver; one minced onion; 
one minced clove garlic, peeled; 
two cups boiling chicken stock;

stuffed olives; two cups cooked 
or canned peas; 
cooked asparagus tips; two pi- 
mientos, cut in strips; one-quar- 
ter cup melted butter.

Wash rice thor- 
oughly under running water. 
Heat salad oil and pepper in 
large heat-proof casserole. Add 
onion, garlic and rice, and cook 
over low heat until yellow, stir- 
ring occasionally. 
Add stock, salt and paprika. 
Cover tightly and cook over low 
heat about 20 minutes, until rice 
has absorbed all the liquid and 
is thoroughly cooked.
